6, During the night of 27 May, many colums of trucks furnished by the GOFG 

“. motor transport units from Wuensdorf passed the Lange Bruecke in Potadam 
in a southwesterly direction. The trucks carried billeting equipment. At 
noon on 28 May, the Garde du Corps Kaserne was vacant y» and new billeting 
equipment was hauled to the installation. Local residents believe that 
the installation is to be occupied by Volkspolizei. On 25 May, the largest 
yooms in Zepernick, southwest of Hernau, were requisitioned by Seviet detach- 
ments. They must be vacated by 30 May,— ee 
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The barracks installations «at Wuensdorf were vacated during the period from 
19 to 26 May. The units previously stationed there allegedly moved to 
Jueterbog. A colum: of trucks of the GOFG passed through Zossen in the 
direction of Wuensdorf on 27 May. The column allegedly came from Potsdam 
and was bound for Wuensdorf. 


On 22 and 23 May, the officers of the officers’ school left the Hindenburg 
Kaserne at Wuensdorf. The instructors and officer candidates were allegedly. 
transferred to Potsdam-Bornstedt for one year. Elements stationed at Karlshorst 


‘are scheduled to rececupy the installation. One hundred soldiers wearing 


plack-bordered crimson epaulets have already arrived there. A motor transport 
unit stationed at the Cambrai Kaserne kad moved to the Jueterbog area by 

28 May. At that time the barracks were again occupied to capacity, allegedly 
by infantry units from Krampnitz. On 26 and 27 May, units stationed in the 
Lutz Kaserne sllegedly moved to the Lindau area, southeast of Magdeburg. 

The Lutz Kaserne was occupied by units previously stationed at Camp Zosgen, 
while the latter was scheduled to be occupied by Volkspolizei. The occupation 
of the Panzertruppe: School has not changed. ** 


On 22 May, rear elemente of the 6th Guards Mechanized Division still stationed 
at Bad Freienwalde left in the direction of Eberswalde.*** 


Comment: Probably engineer units of the nd Guards Mechanized Army 
which, as in 1951, are scheduled to practice on the Elbe River. 


Comment: More information is required to determine whether the changes 
of occupation were actually carried out as planned. 


Comment: Further information is needed to determine whether this measure 
is connected with occupation changes in the areas south and west of Berlin. 
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
